The prior art fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented in independent claims 1 and 31 , which include a 
miniature microscope objective having an image size variation less than an image 
sampling distance along with the other recited features of the outer diameter dimension 
and numerical aperture (NA) range.
